Turnovers are a concern 


The Bear defense had another great day Sunday against 
Pittsburgh and they escaped with another win. But Chica- 
go will have to cut down on its turnovers before the luck 
runs out. 

The Bears have had problems with turnovers their last 
two games. And it nearly cost them a game again on 
Sunday. 

Chicago blew one almost sure touchdown when Walter 
Payton fumbled near the goal line, marking the second 
week in a row the Bears have done that. 

Mike Tomczak, who overall played well against the 
Steelers, had two costly interceptions. One led to a Pitts- 
burgh field goal and the other killed a drive inside the Pitts- 
burgh 80-yard line. 

On the other side of that, the Bears also aren’t taking 
advantage of the turnovers the defense gives them. 

In the first quarter Chicago's defense intercepted a pass 
and gave the offense the ball at its own 47-yard line. That 
drive ended in a missed field goal. 

Right after that the defense recovered a fumble at Pitts- 
burgh's 32-yard line. All the offense could do was move 
the ball 10 yards and settle for a field goal. 

The Bears need to take better advantage of those op- 
portunities. If they would have done it against the Steel- 
ers, they would have had them on the ropes early. 

Not to get too down on the offense, it did show some 
signs of coming around by putting together a couple of 
nice drives. 

Just before the end of the third quarter Chicago start- 


= 


ed a drive that lasted 9:06, went 96 yards in 17 plays and 
ended with a touchdown to tie the score. That was one 
of the most impressive drives Chicago has had all sea- 
son and areason to have confidence in Tomcezak. He can 
lead the Bears. 

The Bears just have to realize, as |'m sure they do, that 
with a ball-control offense you can’t turn the ball over. They 
can be deadly if you do it too much, If Chicago can get 
away from them it can easily be putting 14 more points 
on the board every game. 

Another important factor in the game was Mike Ditka's 
decision to take the wind instead of the ball in the over- 
time period. By choosing which goal to.defend instead of 
taking the ball the Bears got the wind at their backs. 

You could see what kind of problems Pittsburgh’s Mark 
Malone was having throwing against the wind. And kick- 
ing into the wind was probably even worse. The players 
also said the wind was at its worse during the overtime 
period, so having it at their backs had to be a significant 
factor. 

Aside from those things some individuals stood out 
again. The tight ends, Emery Moorehead and Tim Wright- 
man, had great games exploiting the Steelers’ man-to-man 
coverage. And Thomas Sanders and Neal Anderson made 
some nice plays coming out of the backfield. 

You could see some good improvement in the offense 
during this game. But the most important thing is the need 
for the Bears to cul down on their turnovers and capital- 
ize on their opponents’ mistakes.

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Bears need OT to clinch division title

CHICAGO — You have to wonder how long the Chica- 
go Bears can get away with this. 

On Sunday against Pittsburgh at Soldier Field the Bears 
missed two field goals, had a field goal blocked, fumbled 
inside the Steelers’ five-yard line and threw two intercep- 
tions and still won, 13-10 in overtime. 

The victory clinched the Bears’ third straight NFC Cen- 
tral Division title and was their second overtime victory this 
season. Chicago beat the Eagles 13-10 in overtime the 
second week of the season. 

Chicago has now won its last three games by a total 
of eight points. And for the third week in.a row the defense 
held its opponent to 10 points. 

About all the miscues Bears coach Mike Ditka said, 
‘Those are critical plays. It’s almost like you're not sup- 
posed to win.” i 

Ditka also had some telling statistics about the offense. 
The Bears are scoring a touchdown just once every 32 
plays this year. And on the average the offense has driven 
165 yards for each score this year. 

“If we can score 17 or 24 points a game we should be 
in pretty good shape,”’ Ditka said. The offense should be 
scoring that much, but mistakes have prevented it. 

And Sunday was no exception. 

When the offense put together its best drive of the first 
half it still came away empty. Midway through the second 
quarter quarterback Mike Tomezak started the Bears at 
their own 21 and came out throwing, completing three 
passes to Tim Wrightman for 46 yards while moving Chica- 
go to Pittsburgh’s seven-yard line. 

Payton’s fumble stops drive 

But when Walter Payton ran the ball up the middle to 
the three he fumbled, and Anthony Henton recovered for 
the Steelers in the end zone. 

Chicago's next mistake came just before the end of the 
first half. Pittsburgh's only score of the half came with 12 
seconds left when Gary Anderson connected on a 30-yard 
field goal attempt to tie the score, 3-3. 

The kick was set up when Tomczak had a pass inter- 
cepted by Bryan Hinkle at the Bears’ 34-yard line. But the 
Steelers were moved back 15 yards by a personal foul 
penalty against Keith Gary when he did his Charles Mar- 
tin imitation against Tomezak. 

After Tomcezak threw the interception and the whistle 
blew the play dead, Gary hit Tomezak from behind and 
knocked him to the ground. The hit came just after Louis 
Lipps was knocked unconscious by a left hook by Otis 
Wilson. 

‘Iwas protecting myself,’’ Wilson said about the hit. ‘‘It 
was a crack-block and | just reacted. | put my arm up there 
and just ran through him. All | did was stop him from crack- 


ing me.” 
When told that Wilson hit Lipps with a forearm Ditka, 
who didn’t see the play, said, “That's chicken- -- -. If you 


have to play that way you ought to.turn in your pads.”’ 

Later in the third quarter Tomezak ended another good 
Bear drive with an interception. After throwing passes of 
21 yards to Payton and 13 yards to Wrightman, Tomezak 
was intercepted by Lupe Sanchez at the Steelers’ 23-yard 
line. 

Singletary comes up with interception 

Pittsburgh then moved deep into Bears territory before 
William Perry deflected a Mark Malone pass that was in- 
tercepted by Mike Singletary at Chicago’s eight. 

But a late hit penalty against Wilson moved the ball back 
to Chicago's own four. 

Starting the fourth quarter down 10-3 Chicago then 
drove 96 yards on 17 plays to score on a 3-yard run by 
Payton with 8:00 left to tie the score at 10. Payton gained 
42 yards on 10 carries during the 9:06 long drive. 

Payton also converted a key first down on the drive when 
he dove over the middle on a 4th and 1 at the Steelers’ 
40-yard line. ; 

The Bears started their last drive in regulation at their 
own 37 with 6:55 left. They kept the ball on the ground 
while moving the ball to Pittsburgh's 11-yard line. 

Then with 55 seconds left Butler came in to kick a 
28-yard field goal. But the ball hit the left upright and 
missed, sending the game into overtime. 

“It goes down as a miss. I’m not going to blame it on 
the wind,”’ Butler said, referring to a strong 17-mile an hour 
wind that caused a lot of problems for the quarterbacks 
and kickers. 

In the overtime period the Bears won the toss and elect- 
ed to keep the wind at their backs and kick the ball. On 
the kickoff Butler put the ball in the end zone, and the 
Steelers started at their own 20. 

That put the pressure on the Bear defense, but it was 
ready for it. ‘‘We had to do something. It was a do or die 
situation,”’ Singletary said.

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Tomczak’s in as McMahon sets surgery 


Can Mike Tomezak lead the Bears to a Super Bowl vic- 
tory this year? : 

Will Doug Flutie get a chance at the starting quarter- 
back job before the regular season is over? 

Will Jim McMahon be the Bears’ starting quarterback 
when the 1987 season begins? 

Those are just some of the questions Bear fans are ask- 
ing themselves after McMahon announced last Tuesday 
he will undergo shoulder surgery Dec. 16.

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McMahon flew to Los Angeles to be examined by Dr. 
Frank Jobe, the noted orthopedic surgeon, last Tuesday. 
After the examination McMahon said Jobe believes there 
may be another tear in his right shoulder besides the ro- 
tator cuff tear discovered Nov. 11. 

Jobe scheduled arthroscopic surgery on McMahon's 
shoulder for Dec. 16 in Los Angeles. The surgery means 
McMahon will miss the remainder of the regular season 
this year and the playoffs. But McMahon is confident that 
after rehabilitation he will be back by the time next sea- 
son begins. 

Bears coach Mike Ditka announced Wednesday that 
Tomcezak would start against Pittsburgh and, for now at 
least, will be the Bears’ quarterback the rest of the season. 

But Flutie has been taking more snaps with the offense

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lately in practice, though that is for insurance should Tome- 
zak or Steve Fuller get injured. 

Ditka said he would like to get Fuller or Flutie into some 
games before the end of the season, but emphasized he 
wants to put them in a game in ‘‘a positive way.” That 
means he wants to put the other quarterbacks in because 
the Bears are winning, not because he sees the need to 
replace Tomczak if the Bears are losing. 

“They know they don’t have Jim, now they know what 
they have to do,”’ Ditka said. 

Tomcezak said he and the other two quarterbacks met 
with Ditka about the situation. Tomezak said he didn't want 
to have to look over his shoulder if things aren't going well. 

‘| like to think if | made a mistake out there I'm not go- 
ing to get pulled right away,’’ Tomezak said. 

“| don’t think anybody has to look over their shoulder,” 
Ditka said. ‘If you do your job you have no reason to look 
anywhere but forward.” 


For Tomezak, knowing McMahon's situation for the rest 
of the year helps his mind. ‘‘It's more of a psychological 
difference, not only for me but for the other guys on the 
team,’ he said. “It’s an advantage for me to get four 
games under my belt before the playoffs start.”’ 

Ditka doesn’t see the fate of his team resting on one 
quarterback. ‘We have one quarterback, but it’s in the 
form of three,’’ he said. 

The thing Ditka doesn’t want to see the offense doing 
under Tomczak is turning the ball over. *‘No turnovers, 
that’s the main thing,’ he said. “If we can avoid the tur- 
novers we'll do all right.”’ 

As for McMahon doing all right after his surgery, Ditka 


said that depends a lot on how well he does in his recov- 
ery program. 

“He's gonna have to go on a disciplined, regimented 
conditioning program second to none,” he said 

McMahon's surgery will help heal his rotator cuff injury 
and determine if there is a second tear in the shoulder 
Should there be a second tear the surgery also could either 
repair the tear or determine what needs to be done to 
repair it. 

McMahon said his career is not in jeopardy because of 
his shoulder problems. 

McMahon also said neither he nor Jobe could determine 
if the hit he received from Packer Charles Martin Nov. 2S 
caused any additional problems in the shoulder. 

Martin was suspended by NFL Commissioner Pete 
Rozelle for two games without pay because of the inci- 
dent. Martin will lose about $15,000 because of the sus- 
pension. However, Martin is appealing the suspension, so 
the suspension would not begin until after his hearing if 
he loses the appeal. 

His appeal should be heard sometime this week. 

It was the longest suspension for an onfield incident in 
Rozelle’s 26 years as commissioner. 

McMahon's agent, Steve Zucker, said legal action 
against Martin is a possibility. 

@ THE BEARS PLACED McMahon on injured reserve last 
week and re-signed safety Maurice Douglass to take his 
place. Douglass was an 8th round draft pick this year, but 
was released before the season started. Ditka said he 
brought back Douglass because the Bears will need help 


on special teams.

In 1982, the National Football League player strike end- 
ed the longest continuous rivalry in pro football history. 
The Bears and Packers did not play that season and it 
might. have been a good idea. : 

In 1983, hostilities resumed under coaches Mike Ditka 
of Chicago and Bart Starr of Green Bay. The Packers won 
31-28 in Green Bay and lost 23-21 in Chicago in what 
turned out to be Starr’s final game. 

lf Ditka ever could feel badly about a victory, that would 
be it. Whether it cost Starr his job or not, Ditka praised 
Starr as a class act and lamented his departure. 

Then came Forrest Gregg. On the surface, there is noth- 
ing to suggest why Mike Ditka and Forrest Gregg should 
be like oil and water. They played together for a season 
with the Dallas Cowboys — side by side, in fact — when 
Ditka was the tight end and Gregg was the offensive tackle. 

Also, they played together in several Pro Bowls prior 
to becoming teammates. Furthermore, neither man makes 
a public habit of badmouthing the other. To the contrary, 
Ditka has stated flat out he has nothing against Gregg and 
Gregg has complimented the Bears often, calling them a 
great, ‘‘well-coached”’ football team. 

But something is fishy here. 

When Charles Martin, wearing a towel with a “‘hit list’’ 
of Bear numbers on it, ambushed Jim McMahon and 
tossed him to the Soldier Field turf, it marked a new low 
in unfriendly relations. 

Evidence suggests things were headed in that direction 
for some time and will continue that way regardless of 
Commissioner Pete Rozelle’s disciplinary action. 

McMahon threatens to carry a knife 

After last season, Ditka threatened to travel to Green 
Bay “with baseball bats.” 

After this season, McMahon threatened to strap a small 
knife to his person to ward off the green and yellow enemy. 

Such rhetoric apparently has an effect on certain minds 
north of the Illinois border. 

It is difficult to believe all this animosity stemmed from 
one isolated preseason incident in 1984 when Ditka and 
Gregg met as coaches for the first time. It turned out to 
be the last Bear-Packer preseason game. 

Shortly before halftime. with the Bears running out the

clock, Gregg called a time out. Ditka thought it was an un- 
necessary and dangerous thing to do, especially in a 
meaningless exhibition. 

Not one to hide his thoughts, Ditka told Gregg his feel- 
ings on the way to the locker room. Gregg apparently did 
not appreciate Ditka’s language and reportedly told his 
players: ‘“‘You take care of the Bears; I'll take care of 
Ditka.” 

The teams split their series in 1984 without obvious in- 
cident, but the seeds of discontent were being sown. Each 
team felt the other talked too much. 

“We call them the Green Bay Quackers,” said Bears’

flanker Dennis McKinnon. 

In 1985, the quips hit the fan. 

Packers’ offensive tackle Greg Koch made fun of Dit- 
ka’s drunk driving conviction (which didn’t make him any 
different from some of Ditka’s own players, but neverthe- 
less was unconventional pre-game hype). 

In the first game of 1985, Ditka unveiled William “The 
Refrigerator’ Perry as a battering ram at the goal line. 
Walter Payton scored twice as Perry turned Packer line- 
backer George Cumby into a runway on national television. 
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Another incident out of camera range involved two Bears 
ganging up on Packer quarterback Lynn Dickey after Dick- 
ey had thrown an interception. The Bears did not sneak 
up behind Dickey, pick him up, and slam him to the ground 
after the play was dead. But they did attempt to block him 
— vigorously and perhaps a bit unnecessarily, but legally. 

Martin may not know the difference 

Perhaps Charles Martin couldn’t tell the difference. 

Martin indicted not only himself, but the Packer coach- 
ing staff for wearing his “‘hit list” towel and admitting he 
wanted to knock key Bear players out of the game, or at 
least “control’’ them. 

“Somebody had to know about it,”” Ditka said of the list. 

“| guess (Martin) ain’t in no position to win the Nobel 
Peace Prize for intelligence,” said Bears’ defensive tack- 
le Steve McMichael. 

Martin may have been tutored by teammaie Ken Siills. 
It was Stills who leveled Bears’ fullback Matt Suhey with 
a vicious hit after a whistle in the Bears’ game in Green 
Bay last year. ; 

Or, Martin may have been tutofed by Gregg, who has 
revealed an astonishing ignorance in matters of fair play. 

“We don’t teach dirty football,’’ Gregg said. 

That is believable. But listen to this: 

“it (Martin’s body-slam) was very similar to the thing that 
happened with Perry and Lomax, a very similar thing,” 
Gregg said. 

Gregg was referring to the Bear-Cardinal exhibition 
game when Perry was fined $2,000 for body-slamming 
Cardinal, quarterback Neil Lomax. The difference, to 
refresh Gregg’s memory, was that Lomax had the ball. 
He was attempting to pass. Perry was sacking him. Perry 
wasn't even penalized, although Ditka admitted he should 
have been. 

Martin grabbed McMahon from behind and spiked him 
after McMahon had thrown an interception. Confusion is 
Martin’s only sane defense. He thought he had scored and 
McMahon was the ball. 

Gregg continued: ‘‘He (Martin) was ejected and Perry 
wasn't. | really don’t know what the difference was there.”’ 

If Gregg doesn’t know the difference, how can anyone 
expect Martin to know?

When the Buccaneers hosted the Bears on November 
9 at Tampa Stadium, serious injuries outweighed the fi- 
nal score: a 23-3 loss to the defending Super Bowl 
champs. 

On the opening kickoff, rookie running back Nathan 
Wonsley sustained a partial cervical dislocation (broken 
neck). He was not paralyzed, but underwent surgery to 
fuse the vertebrae together. His football future is in doubt. 

In the second quarter tight end Jerry Bell sustained a 
dislocated facture of his right ankle. He was casted im- 
mediately and is out for the season. Running back James 
Wilder also was injured in that game (bruised ribs), but 
has since recovered. He rushed for 130 yards against 
Detroit two weeks ago. 

“| thought we did the best job'under the circumstances, ”’ 
Tampa Bay head coach Leeman Bennett said after the 
loss to the Bears. ‘‘They are a great football team and we 
did a good job of fighting them.” 

Bennett’s team has been out of the playoff race for 
weeks, and not surprisingly he’s had trouble keeping his 
team motivated for each game. After the romp by the 
Bears, the Bucs ‘suffered consecutive blowouts ad- 
ministered by Green Bay (31-7), Detroit (38-17) and Min- 
nesota (45-13). The loss to the Vikings last Sunday drops

Tampa's record to 2-11. But Bennett isn’t ready to call it 
a year. 

“Our defense which is so young, with four new starters 
in the defensive backfield, will get better. On offense, 
(quarterback) Steve Young continues to grow in spite of 
the changing personnel around him. We see the remain- 
ing games as an opportunity for some of our young play- 
ers to go to school, to learn about the NFL. It will prove 
valuable for us in our growth,”’ Bennett says. 

Young is gaining experience 

One player who has been growing in experience this 
year is Young. Even though the Buccaneers rank 25th in 
the NFL in passing (23rd overall in offense), Young is hav- 
ing a good season. Through 12 games, he ranked 5th in 
NFC passing with a 72.5 rating. His seven interceptions 
are the fewest of any starter in the conference. 

Another offensive player having a good year for the Bucs 
is wide receiver Gerald Carter. Through 12 games, Cart- 
er led the team in receiving with 532 yards on 35 recep- 
tions, a 15.2 average. : 

“I've been the guy they have to look up to,” says Cart- 
er. “‘l always work hard. | hope it shows the other players 
that if you work hard, good things will happen to you.” 

Despite his personal success, Carter says the team’s 
overall performance is a major disappointment.

But we keep making silly mistakes and we lose,” he says. 

When Carter isn't catching the ball, Wilder is running 
with it. Through 12 games, Wilder has gained 160 yards 
on 624 carries, a 3.9 average. Tampa’s running game is 
a respectable 7th in the league. The Bucs have been aver- 
aging 125 yards per game on the ground. 

Injuries mean new players 

With all of the injuries on offense, Tampa has added 
some new players in recent weeks. Among them are run- 
ning backs Bobby Howard and Pat Franklin. The Bucs also 
re-signed halfback Ron Springs, whp had been cut earli- 
er in the season. 

While the offense has done well at times, Tampa’s 
defense has been awful. The unit ranks last in the NFL, 
allowing 402 yards per game. They were 25th against the 
pass and 28th against the rush. Lack of a pass rush has 
been a big problem for Tampa Bay. Through 12 games, 
the Buc defense had recorded only 15 sacks. The defense 
has also suffered for lack of interceptions, recording only 
10. 

A-few of the Buccaneers who have been getting the job 
done on defense include linebackers Jeff Davis (110 tack-

field position 


When the Bears expected Jim McMahon to turn the 
offense around against Green Bay, 360 degrees wasn’t 
what they had in mind. 

It was to be a joyous day. With McMahon back in the 
offense, the offense would rejoin the Bears, like a runner 
who had taken the subway on a marathon course. All 
would be forgiven. The defense could concentrate on 
merely stopping opponents, not outscoring them. 

It was bad enough that the game didn’t work out that 
way. The next day, news came that McMahon may miss 
the rest of the season. There was no use hoping even that 
he'd play better next time because he’d be healthier next 
time. The Bears were looking at the prospect of consider- 
ing their 13-10 victory in Atlanta.a blowout. 

“It’s going to take this kind of football for us,’’ coach 
Mike Ditka said even before the bad news about McMa- 
hcn’s shoulder injury. “‘It’s not going to be easy, but that 
doesn’t mean it can’t be done. When a team is playing 
as hard as our defense is, | think we can accomplish any- 
thing we want to.”’ 


Maybe so, but the defense already was doing everything 
short of lining the field and putting tarp on it. And the Bears 
were winning squeakers against bad teams. If the defense 
is going to carry its share of the load in the playoffs, it will 
have to practice more on blocking after interceptions. 

The offense doesn’t have to do that much, really. With 
the Bears’ defense, all on offense needs to do is take ad- 
vantage of the frequent times it gets good field position 
and try not to make things harder for the defense. 

Through the Green Bay game, it wasn’t even doing that. 
Turnovers make things harder for the defense. The Bears 
lost five against Green Bay, making it 31 for 12 games. 
They lost that many in 16 games last season. 

Three-down, 30-second possessions make things hard- 
er for the defense. A running game makes it easier. So 
why did the Bears try pass plays on 14 of the last 15 plays 
before McMahon left the Packer game? “‘! was trying to 
establish the pass,” Ditka said, forgetting he had long 
since established the Bears couldn't pass. 

Nor was the offense taking advantage of its breaks from 
the defense. The Bears don’t have to pass much to score 
when they get the ball past their 40-yard line, and they 
get it there pretty often. They got it there often enough 
in the Tampa Bay, Atlanta and Green Bay games to waste 
11 straight opportunities before Kevin Butler’s game- 
winning field goal against the Packers. 

In the first four games, the Bears averaged 3.6 points 
per possession when they got the ball within 60 yards of 
the opponent's goal line. In the next eight, they averaged

2.0. And it wasn’t just because McMahon was absent. He 
missed two of those first four games, remember. And in 
the next eight, they averaged 1.7 points with McMahon 
and 2.4 without him. 

Offense hurting in plus territory 

The picture gets grimmer as the Bears get closer to the 
goal line. They’ve approached it as though it’s flanked with 
guard towers. 

An average team scores touchdowns more than half the 
times it crosses an opponent's 20-yard line. It comes away 
with about 4.5 points per visit beyond the 20. 

In the Bears first four games, they scored touchdowns 


on 56 percent of those visits and averaged 4.9 points. In 
their next eight games, their touchdown rate was 21 per- 
cent and their average score was 3.0 points. The figures 
with and without McMahon were almost identical. 

“It doesn’t make sense to me, either,’ tight end Tim 
Wrightman said. ‘‘We’re running the ball pretty well. We 
should be scoring when we get down there.” 

“Clearly, we have to get better,” tight end Emery Moore- 
head said. “You don’t get to the Super Bowl — you don’t 
get to the playoffs — with just a defense.” E 

The explanations for this goal-line stumbling were gener- 
ally as hollow as a toy flute. ‘Execution’ was the reason 
players kept giving. In other words, the plays weren’t work- 
ing. That’s like blaming a flood on water. 

“Usually, when we explain things to you guys, we're 
saying the same things the coaches have told us,”’ Wright- 
man said. ‘The coaches haven't really said much about 
this. They haven't come out and said, ‘You're doing this 


wrong. 


They couldn’t put their fingers on it, either. They didn’t 
change practice schedules to work more on plus territo- 
ry, their term for inside the 20. 

“It's been a multitude of things,’ offensive coordinator 
Ed Hughes said. ‘“‘We’ve had a couple penaities that 
moved us back. We've had breakdowns on some plays. 
‘“‘There’s been good defense. Sometimes the pass pro- 
tection doesn’t hold up.” 

Defenses change inside the 20 

But why did the Bears save these blunders for near the 
goal line? How can a team look like a machine driving 60 
yards and suddenly fall apart? It's not as though the rub- 
ber band was snapping. The machine was good enough 
to rank second in NFL rushing. 

Things change inside the 20, though. The field becomes 
shorter. Defenses have less room to cover, so their align- 
ments change. So the offensive plays change. 

Ditka suggested those plays might be asking too much 
of the players. ‘“‘Maybe where I’m wrong is | assumed we 
should beat them all the time, and you can’t beat them 
all the time,’’ he says. ‘‘| think that’s where the execution 
breaks down.” 

Then against Green Bay, he ordered a handoff to Wil- 
liam Perry, who fumbled. “Silly call,” he said. 

The shortened field might hurt the Bears more than 
other teams because of Willie Gault’s impact on the 
offense. Near midfield, his speed outside creates more 
space for running plays and short passes. “But down 
there, he doesn’t have far enough to run to worry them,” 
Hughes said. ‘‘They can cover everybody tighter.” 

Defenses can blitz more, too. That’s how they ‘‘bend 
but don’t break.’* They don’t gamble when the risk is a 
20-yard touchdown, but not when it’s an 80-yard touch- 
down. If they blitz well, they can fill all the running lanes. 

“They'll give you different looks and different slants,” 
center Jay Hilgenberg said. ‘That's when they want to put 
the pressure on you.’ When the Faicons shifted lineback- 
ers to the Bears’ strong side, he said, ‘‘We were oui- 
manned on a lot of the plays.” 

if the Bears had scored when Perry fumbled early in the 
game, McMahon said, “It could have been a different 
game.” With a lead, the defense can take more chances. 
Its big plays can become padding for routs instead of mar- 
gins of victories. 

“It’s time now to start putting teams away,” Moorehead 
said'even before the Packer game: ‘When you're keep- 
ing games close like that, you let teams build confidence 
and momentum on you. We kept Atlanta in the game for 
a long time. We’ve done that a lot this year. We haven't 
had that killer instinct we had a year ago on offense.”

It was a quarterback 
pass where we brought Keith in and across the field be- 
hind the linebackers and in front of the secondary. 

“| found him in there in the seam. It was a big play for

Ditka liked what he saw on that play. 

“He threw it in the hole between the linebackers. He 
did a good job on that play,”’ said the fifth-year coach. 
Tomczak leads drive to tie game 

Tomezak also engineered another important drive for 
the Bears on Sunday. 

This one came at the end of the third quarter and at the 
beginning of the fourth quarter and gave the Bears a 
10-10-tie with the Steelers. 

The drive took 9:08, covered 96 yards and ended when 
running back Walter Payton scored from three yards out. 

Tomezak’s contribution to that key drive was four com- 
pletions in five attempts for 40 yards. His biggest strike 
on that drive was a 12-yarder to tight end Emery Moore- 
head which put the Bears deep in Steeler territory. 

“We needed it (the long drive),’’ Tomezak said. ‘‘When 
it boils down to it, we are a tough team. When we need 
a drive, we pull it out of the back of our heads. | don’t know 
why — maybe it's magic or maybe it’s fate.” 


and Pittsburgh punted on 4th down. 

Chicago started its first possession in the overtime peri- 
od at its own 49, and on the first play Tomezak complet- 
ed a 27-yard pass to Keith Ortego to the Pittsburgh 24. 

After three running plays on 4th and 10 Butler came in 
to kick a 42-yard field goal that won the game. 

“You go up there and try to kick them all the same,” 
Butler said. ‘‘Just aiming down the middle and trying to 
hit it.” 

“The wind changed around in there a couple times, but 
it was real bad at the end,’’ Ditka said. 

Despite the two interceptions Ditka said he was pleased 
with the play of Tomczak, who completed 19 of 30 pass- 
es for 235 yards. “Mike did a good job,” he said. ‘“Throw- 
ing in those conditions he threw very well. And he had a 
couple dropped on him.” 

“The wind’s a big factor in Soldier Field,’’ Tomezak said. 
“But | think everyone responded well. We had some good 
drives out there today but came away with no points. 

‘We worked our tight ends pretty well. They were play- 
ing them man-to-man, so they were able to come open 
real well today.”’ 


Wrightman caught five passes for 67 yards Sunday while 


the other tight end, Emery Moorehead, caught three pass- 
es for 41 yards. 

“Mike loves to go to the tight ends and today we were 
able to be effective,’’ Moorehead said. ‘‘One linebacker 
was taking us man-to-man and the other guy was rushing 
on the play. We saw that in the films and we had certain 
plays that we prepared for that defense.” 

Obviously they worked well as the tight ends had their 
biggest offensive output of the year. 


Defense helps offense get started 

The Bears’ first score of the day came as a result of the 
defense’s play, which doesn’t’ surprise many people. 

On Pittsburgh's third play of the game Malone's pass 
was tipped by John Stallworth and intercepted by Shaun 
Gayle at the Bear 34 and returned to Chicago’s 47. 

The offense came in and, of course, stalled at the Steel- 
ers’ 40. Butler's 52-yard kick was no good, but that was 
all right. The defense would just set him up again. 

On the next play when Pittsburgh took over at its own 
35, Earnest Jackson and Malone fumbled the handoff and 
Wilson was there to recover the ball for the Bears. 

This time the Bear offense moved 10 yards to the 22 
before Butler kicked a 39-yard field goal to give Chicago 
a 3-0 first-quarter lead. - 

Pittsburgh took the lead on its first drive of the second 
half after moving to the Bears’ 12-yard line. Anderson 
came in to kick a field goal but the snap was high. Holder 
Harry Newsome then scrambled and threw to Preston 
Gothard for the touchdown and a 10-3 lead. 

That was all the points Chicago has been allowing late- 
ly, and it needed to hold its opponent to that again. 

So with the division title wrapped up, the Bears can con- 
centrate on tuning up for the playoffs. 

‘Now we just plug along,”’ Ditka said. ‘“‘Hopefully we 
can keep the bandaids on this team and get through the 
rest of the season.”’ 

And after the regular season is over, how long the Bears 
can keep winning like this is anybody's quess. 


Along with his undefeated streak, Tomezak resembled 
McMahon in at least two other aspects on Sunday. 

The first camewith 50 seconds left in the first half when 
Tomczak's pass for Ortego was intercepted al the Bears’ 
46-yard line by Pittsburgh linebacker Bryan Hinkle. 

After Hinkle was tackled by Ortego, Tomezak took a late 
hit from the Steelers’ Keith Gary. The Steelers were penal- 
ized 15 yards for unnecessary roughness and, as Mike 
Tomczak lay on the Soldier Field turf, most Bear fans 
remembered the hit McMahon took last week from Green 
Bay’s Charles Martin. 

“That was a nice shot,” Tomezak said. ‘'! felt it pretty 
good. | got up and started laughing because he cleaned 
my clock pretty well. That's part of the game, that’s the 
NFL.”

The second way Tomezak resembled the injured McMa- 
hon in Sunday’s game came after he threw his second 
interception of the day. 

After he had come off the field, Tomcezak followed Dit- 
ka up the sideline explaining his actions on the field. 

“He (Ditka) said, ‘You can’t do that to us,’ '' Tomezak 
said. ‘‘| said we’re playing pretty well right now but that 
interceptions really hurl us and a few other things we have 
to keep inside us.” 

Following that exchange, the usually reserved Tomc- 
zak, in classic McMahon fashion, waved off his coach as 
if to say ‘forget you.” 

“| was waving to my mom,” explained Tomezak. 

Ditka had a similar explanation for the exchange. 

“| asked him if he was going to be in the card game 
tomorrow night,”’ said Ditka. 

Although Tomezak resembled McMahon in those 
aspects on the field, he knows and the offense knows he 
is not McMahon. However, Tomezak felt the offense ad- 
justed well to him on Sunday. 

“| think everyone responded well (without McMahon),”’ 
Tomcezak said. ‘There is a job to be done out there. | was 
fired up. | think my confidence is going up a little bit.” 

Moorehead, who snared three of Tomezak’s passes, 
also thinks Tomezak's confidence is on the upswing. 

“He did very well today,"’ said Moorehead. ‘The ex- 
perience had to help him being in the ball game. When 
we needed the touchdown, we got the touchdown. When 
we needed to get into field-goal range, we got into field- 
goal range. He did about all you could do. In one game, 
he got a lot of experience.” 

And that experience has Tomczak feeling more confi- 
dent about himself.
